Horrible Treatment of .Prisoners In 
the Milwaukee Mouse of Correc­ 
tion—(Statement or a Person Confin­ 
ed There for Two Years-Mc volt ins 
Details. 


Milw aukee, Oct. 21—The “Sentinel” of 
this m orning contains an account of horrl - 
hie atrocities in the M ilwaukee House of 
Correction. This institution is used at the 
discretion of the court a9 a Slate prison. 
An intelligent convict, just released, whose 
character for veracity is vouched for by 
prom inent persons who know him Inti­ 
mately, states that he has been an inm ate 
for two years, and in all that tim e has not 
been allowed to w rite to his friends or 
counsel, 
and 
his 
family 
su p ­ 
posed bim dead. He says the flour fur­ 
nished convicts, for which the county pays 
a barrel, is damaged cow-feed,and cm 
not be bak;d, aod tho meat Is putrid. D ur­ 
ing his coofinemeut embryo calves, dogs, 
aud slandered horses were furnished as 
meat, and he brings the bones, which are 
In possession ol the editor oi the “Centi­ 
n e l” 
Details of the food furnished are 
horrible beyond expression. 
Of the bru ­ 
talities of the keepers, he says the prison­ 
ers were beaten and put in a black hole 
which 
is 
a filthy 
Uog-kenoel, live 
f jet.fjur inches by five feet. A man cannot 
lie at length in it. There is no ventilation, 
and the door covered with ordure and 
urine. 
Men are placed there for tw enty 
days, aud two died there to hi9 knowledge. 
There Is a factory connected with the in­ 
stitution, and it is charged that tno police 
are in collusion with the Superintendent 
to kidnap men to work on the chairs. The 
whole story is the most startling aod re­ 
volting ever published in this country.

tue Governor of a State; one oi the society 
women of that wonderful and dazzling ret­ 
inue that made Washington Guy so fa­ 
mous; a n i is 
NOW A MENDICANT, 
asaing the charity of Che people of this city 
to give her food and sheller. 
She is now 
past the half century m ark, but her de­ 
meanor marks her as having been a woman 
of rem arkable force of character ; and out 
of .the storm m arks which misfortunes 
have made upon her face, there are the 
unmistakable traces of high breeding and 
intelligence, and enough left to make one 
sure tnat some time in life her beauty was 
of no mean order. 
She came to St. Louis on the 29.h day 
of last August, and presented herself to 
Captain Lee, who was then acting Chiel of 
Police. 
She asked to be screened lrom 
publicity, aud said all she desired was a 
place to to lay her head and a few friends 
lo whom she m ight go without intrusion 
aud obtain the necessaries of life.

Lee took her case in hand, and procured 
a room for her on Washington avenue. He j 
presented her case to the attention of some j 
of the wealthy people of St. Louis, who 
never permitted her to sutler. A few days 
ago she conceived the idea that her condi­ 
tion would become public, and asked Cape. 
Lee to obtain a pass for her to Hot Springs, 
where she has some friends who, it is sat J, 
would have contributed to her wants be­ 
fore this had they known the dire distress 
upon which she has been hanging. 
OWNED A THOUSAND ACRES. 
Before the war she was the owner of a 
1,000 acres of la n i io , Y.i/gmf<4> 
WI** was 
a splendid 
woman. Site had the traditions of nobility 
attached to ber family name; she had the 


finish which true culture and nobility al­ 
ways evince; she was a woman who had 
traveled and re&<£ and ber mind was a 
store house of all that makes true wom an­ 
hood admirable. I t was at this time that 
she .w as fwooed 
by a dashing 
young 
V'irginlan. 
She 
gave 
bim 
the 
promise 
to 
wed; 
their 
love 
was of a twofold nature, partaking of the 
nature of that which makes the sweetest 
music in the heart and helping "the world 
go round,” and that of business. Into his 
hands she entrusted the estate, and was 
solicitous for him to relieve her of her care. 
He did It with a delicacy th at excited no 
unfavorable comment. The war darkened 
the land. 
There was a feeling among 
Southern women 
in those days which 
made heroes of their lovers, and for a 
man to hesitate in the m atter of duty to 
his land was to annul every claim upon the 
heart he had made. The young Virginian 
was not a loiterer. He espoused tne cause 
of the South and at once commenced the 
organization of a regiment. This regiment 
was equipped and sent to Jubal E arly by 
the wealth of this woman. 
She gave it 
everything, and the man who m arched at 
the head of the column had her heart. 
It 
passed out from before a throng of beauty 
cheered by song and christened by tears, 
and went away to battle. In the course of 
a few months its ranks were decimated and 
the war was not half over when the organ 
izer was about the only survivor. 
He be­ 
came a General and was transferred to the 
Gulf department. 
The war wa9 over, but 
the man was changed. His heart had gone 
down with the flag he loved, and by de­ 
grees the soldier and gentleman developed 
into the charlatan. 
By some means which arc not given to 
the chronicler j)f this “leal” he obtained 
the consent of tao woman he loved to dis­ 
pose of her estate. 
Tho money which wa9. 
the result passedlnto his hands, and wild 
speculations and filibuster schemes upoa 
his part, coupled with debauchery, swept 
it away before the rightful owner could 
realize the ruin bofore her.

But she liyed it through, a n i 
very soon after m arried the Hon. Philip 
Hunter, who was a m em ber of Congress 
from a M aryland district, it is said, and 
who uiid very soon after from the bursting 
of a blood vessel. 
Ho was a relative of the 
Hon. It. M. T. H unter, Secretary of State 
in the Richmond Cabinet. Her husband’s 
estate was not sufficient to meet the de­ 
mands made by her social position, and 
she very quickly found herself facing w ant 
in the very shadow of what had so recent­ 
ly been a lite of fashion and splenlor. Not 
caring to become dependent upon her hus­
